Nurses replace doctors 
as way to hike efficiency 
of quality medical care

TWIN FALLS - Ellouisc Gebaucr- 
Atkins is Just one of more than 90 Ida- 
hoans who arc "replacing” primary care 
physicians. 

Soon Gebaucr-Atkins will be joined by 
other nurse practitioners - registered 
nurses with advanced training and educa- 
tion - as Magic Valley hcalth-carc 
providers try to find ways to cut costs yet 
advance quality primary health care. 

While the average Idaho physician 
makes S150.000 a year, a nurse practi- 
tioner makes $44,000. 

"If they’re just going to hire someone 
to do general medicine,” Gebauer-Atkins 
said, “it’ll surely be to their advantage to 
hire someone with a lesser salary. 
.."Doctors’ offices just need someone to 
take care of the minor things." 

Nurse practitioners and physician as- 
sistants - sometimes referred to as physi- 
cian extenders - arc two nearly identical 
positions that have been around for more 
than 20 ycare. A nurse practitioner is a 
■ registered nurse with a master’s degree 
from a nurse practitioner program and 
ccriiOcation from the Idaho Board of 
Nursing; a physician assistant usually 
graduates from a bachelor’s degree pro- 
gram and is certified by the Board of 
Medicine. 

"At first 1 didn’t think we’d make it off 

the ground .” said Geba uer-Atkins. who 

became a nurse practfiioner in i975T~ 
“Doctors didn’t like us at all. They 
thought wc were stepping on their iocs.”

Health-care professionals joip forces 
to streamline Magic Valley l|:are

TWIN FALLS - Paiicnis won’t have’, 
long waits for test results. They won’t 
have to take duplicate tests because the 
hospital and physician offices' will share 
information by computer. 

These arc some of the first changes 
patients may notice as local physicians 
and the Magic Valley Regional Medical 
Center begin providing “integrated 
care.” 

“This is probably going to ti^c years 
to evolve,” medical center Administrator 
John Bingham said. "We’re not waiting 
for health care reform to change the sys- 
tem at the local level.” 


As in many communities nationwide, 
Magic Valley health-care professionals 
arc studying ways to integrate services 
to cut medical costs as health-care re- 
form proposals continue to dominate 
federal debates. 

Initially, Magic Valley health-care 
providers are working on creating a 
physician-hospital organization. Besides 
reducing costs, Bingham said the organi- 
zation will seek to. improve treatment re- 
sults and meet customer needs. 

'if wc create an integrated ■system," 
Bingham said, “it has to do these three 
•things. 

“Essentially, what we’re doing is try- 
ing to improve people’s health,” he said. 
“The integrated systems are able to do 


that because the pieces all fit together 
better." 

This fall, officials will hold public 
meetings to discuss the possibility of 
forming a physician-hospital orgoniza- 
'tion so boord members con get communi- ■ 
ty comment before making any definite 
decisions. Bingham said. 

Right now, ofTicials are working on 
the physician-hospital organization’s 
business plan. Figuring out how to take 
various area physicians and the medical 
center and merging their assets is one 
large topic being discussed, Bitigham 
said.

U.S. reUef 
effort will 
last months

BRUSSELS, Belgium — The U.S. mili- 
tary’s Rwanda relief operation will last 
months and be a costly venture because^ of 
the central African nation's remote location 
and the staggering number of needy, the 
military oftkials in charge of the operation 
said Saturday. 

“Because of the distance and the huge 
number of people involved — that’s 
unique,” Defense Secretary William Periy 
said after a hastily scheduled stop in Brus- 
sels for a briefing on the operation from > 
Gen. George Joulwan. the U.S. officer iri> 
charge ofthc region. 

Tltrec C-130 tmnspon planes capable of 
airdropping 100 tons of food a day were on 
their way to. central Afriila to help alleviate 
the widespread death and suffering, said 
Joulwan, who is also NATO's top comman- 
der. The United States was also sending in 
18 water purification units that can pump 
1.2 million gallons of clean water daily. 

By today, 300 airlift specialists will be in 
Uganda, ready to help unload incoming U.S. 
aircraft, the general added. 

"The primary effort right now ... i.s water 
and sanilation.” Joulwan told reporters ac- 
companying Perry back to Washington from 
a wccklong trip through the Balkans. Clean 
water is needed to halt the cholera and other 
disease spreading among the millions of 
refugee. 

Aid workers in the campsi say filth and 
famine will give death the upper hand for at 
least another week. 

~CholenrisTpreading-quickly-und-f«ro— - 

ciously thrpugh the camps, killing at least 
3,000 refugees since Wednesday, according 
to the U.N. High Commissioner for 
Refugees. Others arc dying of other diseases 
andmalnutrition.

Report: Years 
of overfishing has 
stressed oceans

WASHINGTON — The world'tf-oceans 
have been fished nearly to the limits, after, 
decades of fishermen using bigger boats and 
more advanced hunting technologies, ac- 
cording to a report released Saturday. 

“Although worldwide environmental 
degradation of the oceans contributes to the 
decline or marine life, overfishing is the pri- 
maiy cause of dwindling fish populations." 
said the report by the non-profit Worldwatch • 
Institute. ‘‘The oceans are not the unlimited 
reservoir of low-cost food they were once 
considered.” 

A 5 percent decline in the worldwide , 
catch since 1989 is due largely to more peo- 
ple fishing in large-scale, industrial opera- 
tions, often in waters that arc becoming 
more polluted, the report said. 

Meanwhile, world population is growing 
at 1.6 percent, annually, equivalent to the 
population of Mexico being added to the 
world each year, the report said. 

' "This is a global problem that has already 
caused armed confrontations between fish- 
ing nations, gunfire between fishers and 
hunger in the developing world.” said Pete 
Weber, author of the report, “Net Loss: Fish. 
Jobs and the Marine Environment."

Showers, thunderstorms develop across East, Midwest

Thunderstorms scanered lightning and heavy rain across 
parts of the Northeast and the mid-Atlantic states Saturday, 
and rainy weather threatened parts of the Plains and Mid- 
west. 

Showers and thunderstorms developed along two frontal 
systems across the central and eastern sections of the na- 
tion, the National Weather Service said. Rain was also 
scattered over pans of the West. 

Heavy rain caused street flooding in parts of the New 
York City metropolitan area. 

A flash flood watch was posted for western and central 
Massachusetts and western and centra! Connecticut. And 
an urban and small stream flood watch wos issued for the 
Philadelphia area. 

1 Lightning along the coast of Maine critically injured 
four kayakers who had token shclter from a thunderstorm 
in a excrete artillery bunker built during Worid War II. 


GREENBELT, Md. — It's obvious 
: now that the. solar syslemis biggest 
planet deserves the nickname Jumpin’ 
Jupiter. 

While pulling on a weeklong dis- 
play of fireworks — swallowing 
' comet chunks, then spewing hot de- 
bris into space — Jupiter has dumped 
an unprOcedenled load of cxqui.siie 
data into scientists' laps. They could 
hardly .have Signed a belter experi- 
ment — and this was free, a gift frorn 
nature. 

. “We’re just inundated wilh data; 
it’s like drinking from a firehose of 
knowledge,” said Andrew Ingcrsoll, 
an atmospheric physicist from the 
California Institute of Technology, 
who has studied Jupiter forlycars. 

As the fra^ents of comet Shoe- 
maker-Levy 9 slammed home, tun- 
neling violdntly into Jupiter’s deep at- 
!• mospherc.- they created huge bubbles 
. of incandescent gas, which, glowing

red hot, burst up through the atmo- 
sphere. Then they collapsed, pancake 
flat, and spread out in Jupiter )s strato- 
sphere. 


Although no one can say how long 
the resulting dark blotches will rc- 
main visible. the apparent slow move- 
ments of the materials, thought to bc^ 
dust left over from the collision, sug- 
gest they may be around os long os a 
year, Ingcrsoll said. By watching the 
materials move, astronomers hope to 
measure the speed and direction of" 
the wind juJupilcr’s stratosplicrc. 

•These big black splotches arc dark 
particles and gases that wc’rc seeing 
high in the stratosphere,’’ explained 
Robert West, an astronomer from 
NASA’s Jet Propulsion Laboratory, 
in Pasadena, Calif. “Wc’rc just get- 
ting started, but it will tell us a 
deal about the stratospheric circula- 
tion." 

As the bubbles burst and collapsed, 
a worldwide array of major tele- 
scopes, and uncountable numbers of 
smaller ones, was trained on Jupiter. 
The biggest, plus the Hubble Space 
Telescope, captured images of incred- 
ible clarity. 


Big fire rages in central Oregon

Hundreds of firefighters from 
throughout the West battled blazes 
Saturday in the dry forests of noiih- 
cm California and Oregon, including 
one that forced the evacuation of 
campers. 

A checkerboard of 75 lightning- 
sparked fires started during the week 
still burned across the Klamath Na- 
tional Forest of northern California 
on Saturday as some 2.000 firefight- 
ers sought to prevent them from 


merging into a fire.<;torm. 

"It’s a race against time, a race 
against nuture," to get a handle on 
the fires, said Pat Kaunert of the 
U.S. Forest Service. 

An estimated 5.000 acres of forest 
had burned in the Klamath near the 
Califomia-Oregon border. The fires 
did hot threaten any inhabited areas 
but the Forest Service said they 
could endanger old-growth forest 
and habitat of some endangered ani- 
mals. 

Lightning, al.so started fires during 


the week on the Deschutes and 
'Siskiyou national forests ini Oregon, 
but most were but Saturday or under: 
control at less than one acre. 

Still burning was the largest Ore- 
gon blaze, the Four Corners Fire 
south of Bend, which had swept 
across 1,680 acres as of Saturday. 
The fire had earlier forced the eva- 
pution of more than 1 00 people from

While public support for many of 
Clinton's hcaiiii-core ideas has picked 
up. support for anything labeled the 
"Clinton plan” has declined.’ A USA 
Today/Gallup poll last week found 
public support for Clinton’s health re- 
forms had slipped to a new low of 
only 40 percent. But a New York 
Timcs/CBS News poll showed 80 
percent viewed health insurance for 
every American — a primary tenet of 
the Clinton plan — as "very impor- 
tant." 

Senate Majority Leader George 
Mitchell. 0-Mainc. probably will un- 
veil his version of a hcallh-carc bill in 
lime for a couple of weeks of floor 
debate in August before Congress 
leaves on its summer recess. Mitchell 
is attempting to forge a compromise 
bill using parts of two bills that have 
passed Srooic committees — a Clin- 
lon-likc bill from the Senate Labor 
and Human Resources Committee 
and a much more modest bill from 
the finance committee. 

Although it followed the Clinton 
model, the labor committee's bill — 
among the most liberal to pass any 
congressioiul committee — scrapped 
'several of Clinton’s core proposals, 
including his plan for mandatory in- 
surance purchasing cooperatives 
called “alliances" and government 
cost controls.

tioners, who must work under 

physician supervision. 

“We have come (o a point in time 
where we arc willing and ready to— 
accept each others’ roles,” Wright 
said. “It will be ultimately good for 
the patient as long as we’re using, 
them in the right way.” 

In the Magic Valley, there arc 
about a dozen nurse practitioners 
and a handful of physician assistants 
working in various hospitals; clin- 
ics, physician offices and at the 
health depanmenC 
Previously a registered nui^e for 
seven years, Gcbaucr-Atkins works 
in the office of Twin Falls internist 
Dr. Ronald Miciak, at Canyon View 
Hospital in Twin Falls and at the 
College of Southern Idaho's medi- 
cal center. 

“1 guess I always wanted to be a 
doctor, but I didn’t have the mon- 
ey, Gcbaucr-Atkins said. “1 just 
, liked those kind.s of things. ■ 

“I wanted a little more rcspontJi- 
bility and a little more freedom in 
hours.” 

Gebauer-Atkins counsels people 
for family planning and depression. 
She take.s care of sore throats, uri- 
nary tract infections, sexually trans- 
mitted.'disedses. Pap smears, com- 
plete physicals, sutures and warts. 
Gebauer-Atkins aiso takes care of 
chronic patients, including nur.sing 
home residents, who have been .sta- 
bilized by physicians. . 

Meanwhile, patients are charged 
the .same amount for a procedure 
.performed by a nurse practitioner as 
by a physician. 

“We give the same quality of 
care, so you pay the same,” 
Gebauer-Atkins said. 

Twin Falls pediatrician Dr. Paul 
Miles, who has a nurse pnictitioncr 
in his office, agreed. Miles said 
some insurance companies rciin- 
burse a nurse practitioner half of 
what a physician -would get for the 
.same procedure. 

Wright, however, said patients 
should pay less for a nurse practi- 
tioner’s services. 

“I think that the charges should be 
commensurate with training," he 
said. 

Miles and Wrighl db”ag^fcc“lhHt' 
nursejpraclilioncrs only should be 
used if they can properly treat pa- 
tients. Nurse practitioners should be 
evaluated on their clinical outcomes 
and (juality of care, Wright said, and 
physicians need to make sure their 
patients feel comfortable with them. 

“It might be cost effective to treat 
heart attacks but at the expense of 
endangering patients’ lives,” Wright 
added. “We really need to make 
sure wc use. them in the right 
places.” 

Recently, 'there has been a small 
increase in demand for nurse practi- 
tioners in the Magic Volley, but that 
demand will snowball in the next 10 
years as “managed care” takes hold, 
he said. 

“There will be an increased need 
for nurse practitioners and physician 
assistants in the future,” Wright 
said. 

Gebauer-Atkins said she's noticed 
more of a demand for nurse practi- 
tioners. 

“Doctors in town arc looking for 
them,” said Gebauer-Atkins, addini 
physicians all over arc. “I get job of 
fers in the mail almost every day.”

Dr. Wayne Wright, chairman of 
Ihe Magic Valley Health Network’s 
board, said he doesn’t know if peo- 
ple will lose their jobs because of 
integrated care and hcalth-cafc re- 
form. Some, he said, probably will 
have to be trained for other posi- 
tions, such as nurse practitioners 
and physician assistants. 

The health network is made up of 
doctors interested in forming the 
physician-hospital organization. 

Twin Falls already has one intc- 
graied health-care supplifcr. Twin 
Falls Clinic & Hospital. That facili- 
ty was opened in 1947 by four 
physicians, and while it has grown, 
it has remained physician-owned 
and physician-operated. 

“Wc are one of the true multi-spe- 
cialty ^oups in the state of Idaho,” 
said Administrator Brent Bodily, 
adding Twin Falls Clinic & Hospital 
may be the only one. “t think thi.s is 
what everyone else i.s trying to do." 

Bodily said the facility accephs all 
forms of insurance: Under contract, 
it also provides health and work- 
men's compensation insurance to 
the employees of some local compa- 
hics. 

The health network 'and the medi- 
cal center are working with insur- 
ance companies to insure local com- 
panies' employees. Some employers 
have approached them about provid- 
ing insurance beginning in January. 

Bingham said something should 
be in place by this fall for those em- 
ployers. It will depend upon what 
plan employers choose whether pa- 
tients will have their choice of 
physicians, and those plans usually 
cost more, Bingham said. 

Twin Falfs pediatrician Paul 
Miles .said initially 3 percent to S 
percent of area residents will be en- 
rolled in an employer plan with the 
physician-hospital organization. The 


rest will continue using whatever 
fonns of payment they now haye, he 
said. 

Miles, who has helped form the 
network, said a physician-hospital 
organization will allow people to 
get involved with their health-care' 
decisions and will-provide health- 
care education. 

“I ihinK there will be a lot more 
emphasis on patient satisfaction,” 
Miles said. “It should be a more ef- 
ficient, more friendly, caring sys- 
tem. 

“We’ve not done a good job of 
asking people what they want and 
-what they need,” he said of the 
American medical community.

surviving adult newts — dissections 
were planned by researchers eager to 
see the anatomical effects of 15 days 
of weightlessness. -ica.

They are' headed back to Japan in a 
few weeks to live out their lives and

Idaho Supreme Court: 
Reconsider Mathews decision 


Tlic ilu cc senior justices on the Ida- 
ho Supreme Coiih should reconsider 
ttidr decision of last week to overturn 
a confessed murderer’s guilty plea. 

Marcus Mathews was a resident of 
ilie Nez Pejjce Indian reservation 
w hen he killed his estranged wife in 
Lewiston in January 1992. Invesliga- 
lois searched two reservation homes 
heloitging to Mathews and his uncle 
witlrtt statc'warrant and found the 
murder weapon. Mathews pleaded 
guilty but retained the right to chal- 
lenge the search warrant later. , 

So Monday, the court’s three 
longest-serving justices collaborated 
on a decision to void Mathews' mur- 
der conviction because no tribal court 
had notarized the statc'scarch war- 
rants. 

Porlunaiely. not all of the ju.siices 
seem as eager to throw open Idaho's 
pri.son doors to any thug who can de- 
vise the tiniest excuse for appealing 
as arc Chief Charles McDevitt. Byron 
Johnson and Stephen Bistiine. 

Justice Cathy Silak signed a dis- 
-'scniing opinion, written by substitute 
justice James Judd of 1st District 
Court. 

The three senior justices’ ruling 
amounted to a “severe injustice to the 
interests of the victim, the people of 
the state and the system of criminal' 
justice in Idaho.” Judd wrote. 

Amen. 

But never mniO the question oT 
whether the justices should bo think- 
ing about such things as the victim, 
the people and the criminal justice 
system as .they page through their law- 
books. Silak and Judd ofTcred them' a 
sound legal foundation for making a 
different ruling. They argued persua- 
sively that law officers had no need 


to consult the tribal court about a 
state warrant because the tribal court 
had no procc.durc for dealing with 
such a consultation anyway. 

In other words, the tribal court ap- 
parently didn’t expect to be formally 
notified before a state search warrant 
was executed on the re.servation.' 

Two candidates for governor. Re- 
publican Phil Batt and Democratic 
Attorney General Larry EchoHawk 
have come out against the niling. So 
has GoV. Cocii Andrus, who appoint- 
ed all of Idaho’s Supreme Court jus- 
tices. 

EchoHawk has demanded that the 
Supreme Court rehear the case. 

EchoHawk said inve.stigators had 
' probable cause to get the scarcli war- 
rant, and they consulted with the at- 
torney gencr^r.s office, the local 
prosecutor, tlje U.S. attorney and trib- 
al proseciilar. Police were accompa- 
nied by officers from the Bureau of 
Indian Affairs'during the'seareh. - 

The Supreme Court should hear the 
case again. Decisions such as this 
erode public faith in the law, and the 
Supreme’ Court- .can ill afford to leave 
the public dilsirusiful of it. 

But if the .court remains deaf to the 
public, perhaps it's time to amund the 
Idaho Constitution. EchoHawk ha.s' 
proposed an amendment to allow for 
the use of technically illegal evidence 
gathered from search warrants ifofTi- 
■cersaltcmpno'followihciaw; 

While the U.S. Supreme Court and 
many state courts Vecognize "good 
faith" cxccption.s. Idaho.does not. . 

But frankly it seems that the only 
thing wrong with the. Idaho Constitu- 
tion is that some Idaho justices .seem 
to enjoy tinkering with its technicali- 
ties more than protecting the public.

When the issue of separation between church 
and state is raised, it is usually in the context of 
controlling the extent to which the church is 
permitted to influence the state and the laws by 
which wc live. 

In Pompano Beach. Ra.. an attorney is 
poised to seize the building. Sunday morning 
offerings and other assets of a church in a case 
that should alann constitutional scholars and 
others concerned about the exce.ssivc reach of 
government and its increasing ho.sliiity to reli- 
gious people who believe their faith compels 
them to apply that faitlt in the public arena. 

The. fiicw are tli'csc. New Covenant Chui'clt, a 
conservative Presbyterian bo’dy. solil'sbm'Tor 
its land a decade ago to a doctor, who subse- 
quently opened tin abortion clinic. Members of 
the church, who believe abortion is immoral 
and aga(nst God's will, began picketing the 
clinic. Tlic ruling body of the church (known as 
a sesusion) made it clear that die decision to 
picket was not officially sanctioned by the' 
'church and the dcmon.stnitors were acting on 
their own. „ 

The pastor. George Callahan, allowed Opera- 
tion Rescue to rent the building for one night to 
hold a rally. Some of those who attended the 
rally, including Rev. Callahan, conducted a sit- 
in at the abortion clinic on March 3 1 . 1989. Tlie 
abortion clinic, assisted by the local chapter of 
the National Organization for Womcir. filed 
suit alleging that the defendants conspired to il- 
iegally blockade the clinic in violation ofihe 
pmients’ supposed constitutional right to an 
abortion, to financially bankrupt the abortion 
clinic and to physically iniimidaic and harass 
•employees and patients. The court returned a . 
judgment ofSl against the defendants. 

But the NOW attorneys sued the church un- 
der the Racketeering Influenced and Corrupt 
Organization Act — RICO — and wot a judg- 
ment for S234.000 in attorneys’ fees. Tlia clin- 
ic’s la\vyer agreed to settle for S200.000, but 
the church did not have that much cash on 
hand. So. last week, thelawycr began the pro- 

'cc.ssofscizing the church buildingand its other 

assets, including Sunday morning offering. 

The judge agreed to delay the forfeiture of the 
church property if the church would find / 
S210 000 (including interest should the judg- 
ment be upheld) and place it in an escrow ac- 
count while it appeals his ruling.

And there 
was Rev. William Sloonc Cofitn. chaplain at 
Yale and an cncourager of draft-card burning 
and draft evasion by young men. Protests in- 
cluded boycotts of llie Dow Chemical Compa- 
ny for making napalm dropped on Vietnam. 
With RICO on the books in those years, the a.s- 
sets and buildings of Yale University might 
have been seized by lawyers seeking to shut 
down legitimate and constilulionally protected 
expression, •

The front page story in The Times- 
News last Satunlay (July 15) contained 
an unclear, an incomplete,' and in some 
an inaccurate account of recent 
events involving the Snake River Basin 
Adjudication. 

One story tried to combine a report* 
ing of Judge Hurlbutt’s Friday’s order 
identifying issues to be heard by the 
court related to recent legislation and a 
Steering Committee report to the judge > 
to guide him in the detuions he ad- 
drnsed in the order.

Former counselor sues 
FOer School District

’lAVIN FALLS - A fomier Filer School Dis- 
trict counselor claims he was wrongfully ter- 
minated and tiled a $250,000 tort claim 
against Superintendent William Feusuhrens, 
the district and the .stale. 

R. Brian Keene of Filer filed the claim Fn- 
duy-for-S250.(M)0-in-dumagcs-hc-snid-hc-suf-- 
fered aller his eomnict was not renewed on 
May 19 for his job :us eounsetor at Filer High 
School. 1 

Keene claims he wasn't reiiia-d because of 
his public crilieism of the Idaho juvenile jus- 
tice sy.stem in the way it handled the three lo- 
cal ehildren involved in the January murder of 
a Rogerson raneh liand. 

But district ofriciuls disagree with that 
charge and claim (hey just wanted to get a 
counselor better.lhan Keene. 

In June, Keene unsuccessfully filed u police 
report against Fcu.'Mihrens and Board chairman 
Dale Coon, accusing them of intimidation. 

Both the 1911 and (he police report stem 
from Keene’s work with u 15-ycar-old Filer 
girl who ran away from Rogerson with two 
boys after the rancii hand was murdered. 

Prior to the incident. Keene hud been coun- 
seling the girl and had .'ittcmpted to get further 
help for her through the Department of I Icalth 
and Welfare. 

In April, Keene wrote letters to the news 
media and top slate lawyers complaining 
about how the "system” liud failed to help llic 
girl. In his tort claim, he said his criticism had 
been aimed at the juvenile justice system. 

Among several claims in the tort arc breach 
of contract and "wrongful discharge for.wiiis- 
tlc blowing." According to the tort claim, his 
termination resulted '.‘solely from William 


FcusaJirens’ disapproval of(Keene's) publica- 
tion ofhis conecnis and dissalisfueiion with a 
system (hat failed to provide adequate re- 
sources for die girl.” 

In a private conicrenee in April. Keene al- 
leges that (he superintendem "ilirealened and 
intimated" him about further cooperation in 
the murder investigation. I le also claims hoard 
Chairman Dale Coon threatened him. foon 
couldn’t be reached for comment. 

— Kecnc-also-says-hc-was-not-properlj-nott — 
fied ofhis termination through hearings or 
prob.ition for ‘■cause.” 

But Feusahrens said the district’s board 
members’ decision not to reiiire Keene had 
nothing to do with public comments about 
the 15-ycar-old girl or her handling by the 
state. 

"Tlie position of the school district is that al- 
though Mr. Keene’s performance had been 
ssilisfactory, they fell they can find someluHly 
else who could do it better,” Fais.ilircitsiCiid. 
lie said he wouldn’t comment further because 
this is'now a leg.!! matter. - “ 

But district attorney Mick Hodges said tlie 
district had no reason to be up.sct with Keene’s 
comments about the Rogerson youths. Keene 
criticized the 'state juvenile justice system and 
not Uic district, Hodges said. 

■ And while Keene's performance was 
deemed "satisfactory,” that doesn't mean the. 
district would want to keep him, he said. 

"His performance was satisfactory. But it 
was the board’s feeling that there are ditVerent 
levels of satisfactory performance." Hodges 
said. "And they felt they could gel a better 
counseldr.” 

"That's a smoke screen." Keene said, "rve 
gotten excellent reviews all along. 

"I was hoping they would rcalizc.lhcir mis- 
take and apologize. But now I guess it will go 
to court," he said.

River may reveal new strategies 10 re- 
duce potential Hood damage;

Management Agen- 
cy and with' approval from Blaine Coun- 
ty, this project will assess the Big Wood 
River’s watershed, including tributaries. 

•• "Wc'vc had a very tome Big Wood 
River the lasufcw years, and there’s 
been a lot of growth since ‘85 when wc 
■last had high water," said Michael 
-Sweeney, field ofllccr for the Bureau of' 
^Disaster Services in Twin Falls which is 
' managing the FEMA grant. 

! With the continued development of 
’. expensive homes along the banks of the 


river, the effects of-a flood in the Wood 
River Volley would obviously be differ- 
ent now than ten years ogo, Sweeney 
said. 

The study will look at a"scven-milc 
stretch of densely populated river from 
the Kcichum Sewer Treatment Plant 
south to Greenhorn Gulch. 

Swccncy said the river system is wild 
and sometimes a single tree or any kind 
of structure in the river con become an 
impediment, affecting the course of the 
river. 

"If we wont to impose houses on river 
spocc. eventually the river’s gonna take 
It back." Swccncy said. 

But the river con be influenced some- 
what. and that is the purpose of the study

54.000 for catamet surgery may be able to 
gel their vision problems cleared up next ‘ 
month through u new Eye Institute ofBoise 
program. , 

The first Project Cataract in Idaho is for 
anyone who does not have private insur- 
ance. Medicaid. Medicare or any other way 
to pay for the operation. Candidates have to 
scncdulc a free eye examination And 
screening before Aug. 4. 

Bruce G. Flint of the Burley Vision Clin- 
ic is one of 15 opiomctrisis in Idaho who 
ore giving free eye .screenings for cataracts. 
Flint is the only Magic Valley optometrist 
offering screenings for the free service, 
which costs S3.500 to $4,000 a patient. 

Cotnracl.s occur when the eye's lens be- 
comes hard and cloudy, and they are the 
leading cau.se of vision loss for people old- 
er than SO. Eye Institute ophthalmologists 
cut onc-cighih inch, self-sealing incisions 
in the eye. use ulirj.sound to break up and 
remove cataracts, and then insert artiHcial 
lenses. 

Once an optometrist such as Flint deter- 
mines patients have cataracLs and are eligi- 
ble for the project, then they will b'c re- 
ferred to the Eye Institute in Boise. Dr. 
Mark Hoilingshcad pr'.Di;. Andrew Lyle 
will perfomi surgeries Aug.' 19 in Boise. 

The day after surgery, a free followjup 


examination will be performed by the 
.screening optometrist, who cannot perfonn 
surgeries. ' 

The whole process, including' travel ex- 
penses to Boise, will not co.st patient.^ any- 
thing, said Kelly Amos, .spokeswoman for 
The Eye Institute in Boise, Anios said 
Nevada residents also arc eligible. 

."Wd'll just do as many as wc can. as 
many as needed," Amos said. “We’ll try to 
loke whomever wc can." 

The Eye Institute in Salt Lake City started 
Project Caiarnct in 1993. The first year. 2S 
Salt Lake City-area residents received free , 
cotaract operations, and 32 hail caianiets re- 
moved for free earlier this year, said 
spokeswoman Barbara' Reeve Schniieit. 

"It's not huge numbers, but it odds up," said 
Reeve Schmiett, adding that some who were 
not cbgjblc the first year were able lo get their 
more-developed catarocus removed this year. 
"Sometimes tliey’rc just bcgimiing to develop, 
and they just can’t do anything." 

Reeve Schmiett said shc.aiuicipates at 
least 20 free cataract opcraiiotis will be per-' 
formed in Boise this year. 

Amos said the Eye In.stituic began dis- 
tributing project information about H; 
weeks ago through the state Depanment ol 
Health and Welfare and senior citi/eiis’ 
centers. Optometrists also have patients 
who they have targeted as eligible for the 
project, she .said.

When Lynn Kivi slapped her 9- 
, year-old son in iT Georgia grocery 
store, she couldn’t have dreamed 
(hat just one smack would land her 
in jail, put her on the network news 
and propel her into the center of a 
continuing national debate over how 
Americans discipline their children. 

“Will police now get involved 
with parents punishing their chil- 
dren?” asked one angry letter to the 
editor in the Atlanta Constitution . 

“Total madness," fumed another. 

Kivi, of Woodsitwk, Ga'.. was in a 
Winn-Dixie pocery siorc in May when 
her son, w4u> itportedly was picUng on 
his sister, talked back. She slapped 
him. FiReen minutes later, in the park- 
ing lot, a police officer summoned by a 
store enq)loyee arrested Kivi. 

She was charged with cruelty lo 
children, a felony that carries a jail 
sentence of one to 20 years. Her 
husband cashed in his 401K retire- 
ment account to pay the 522,050 
bond. The case is pending. . 

To many, the arrest was an out- 
rage. Why were the police in- 
volved in a private family matter? 
they asked. And what’s wrong 


with spanking, anyway? 

' "Is America going to spoil, the child 
and do away with tlu rod?” one reader 
wrote to the Atlanta institution. • 
But' there are those in America 
who believe. that' doing away with 
the rod won't spoil 'anyone. In fact, 
they say. it would raise children’s 
self-esteem and stop youngsters 


from growing up to believe violent 
behavior is acceptable.

"New drivers don't drive defensive- 
ly!” sald-LcRoy Craig of Jerome's 
Prescott & Craig Insurance. “They 
-don’t cxpcEl'ihat-otherdrivcrs’WDn'l 
look out for them, so they get Into a lot 
of accidents.” 

“Sixteen-year old kids," said insur- 
ance agent Bryan Craig, "think they’re 
immoittl.” 

That’s cause for concern by parents 
of new drivers these days, for a couple 
of reasons. 

The first is that 54 hours of class- 
room instruction and six hours of dri- 
ving time that new motorists get in 
Idaho are long on technical skills and 
short on experience. 

The second is that, at minimum. 
Mom and Dad's insurance premiurhs 
are going to double when he or she 
gets behind the wheel. 

' “Most kids are conscious that how 
they drive is going to influence 
whether they get to drive,” Parker said. 
“A lot of times, you pull a kid over or 
go to investigate an accident involving 
a.young driver, and the kid is in tcan. 

• ‘‘But not always," he said. “Some 
kids just don’t give a damn.” 

“Whether they’re paying for their 
insurance* or their parents &rc, ! think 
young drivers are aware that it costs 
more,” Bryan Craig said. “What jhey 
may not be aware of is how much it’s 
going up if they have an accident. ^r a 
basic-rule violation. It’s going up and 
’ it’s not coming back down until that 
ticket is off their record." 

As a rule of thumb, adding a girl to 
her parents’ auto policy will make the 
premium double, LcRoy Craig said. A 
boy will make it nearly triple. . 

Once a driver turns 16, andiproduccs 
a report card with B average, most 


companies'will cut' those prcmiuips 
inaemeiitally. But if there’s a traffic 
citation along the way. oil bets are on*. 

< “I'm aware of one young driver in 
Twin FaUs •— J ie’s.in his early 20s by. 
now — who’s paying $350,a month 
for car insurancr,” Parker said. 

“A lot of companies don’t even mess 
with it," Bryan Craig said. “They’ll 
just cancel him out.” 

'That’s because insurance industry 
statistics show that young drivers are 
two or three or more times more 
likely to have an accident than their 
parents. 

That’s borne out locally by numbers 
compiled for, the Twin Falls Learning 
Collaborative, which is the process of 
starting a national pilot progr^ using 
Atari-designed driving simulators. 
They show that the 4,000 teen-agers 
who drive in Twin Falls County arc 
involved in about 500 accidents a year. 

Lost year, accidents by teen-ager dri- 
vers caused six deaths in the county 
and cost about S4.5 million in law 
enforcement, medical treatment and 
other services. 

, “Insurance companies set their pre- 
niiums by statistics that show them 
young drivers are a major risk,” LeRoy 
Craig said. “And nothing is going to 
change that except the kid geiiin'g 
older." 

But Parker said it's unfair to pigeon- 
hole all young drivers as accidents 
waiting to happen. 

“It really depends on the kind of 
home the kid comes from and what 
values they’ve been taught," he said. 
"That fact is that there are some good 
kids in this community, and good kids 
often make good drivers.” 

The city of Twin Falls has an 
aggressive accident reduction program, 
started in part to cut the accident rale 


on Blue Lakes Boulevard North; and 
~it’s helped police produce a profile of 
young problem drivers. 

Many accidents take place going to 
or from school or during the lunch 
hour. Parker said. Kids tend-to get in 
trouble by speeding, following loo 
close and failing to yield the right of 
way. 

“A lot of kids have a lot of trouble 
with yielding the right of way,” he 
said. "1 guess it’s bceause-ihey’ie in-a — 
hurry.” 

Porker said in general young drivers 
behave worse when there are other kids 
>■ in the car — see the North Blue Cruise 
— but that’s not necessarily cause UT 
keep them home on Friday nights. ' 

“I think one of the best things a 
parent can do for a young driver is 
to spend some time riding in the car 
with him and help them develop 
some confidence,” he said. “When I 
first :got my driver’s license. I was 
driving 'along Division Street In * 
Spokane with my dad in the passen- 
ger seat, and he said. 'Hey. you’re 
fallowing that car at a good safe dis- 
tance. That’s great.’ That made a big 
impression on me.” 

Parker says it doesn’t make much 
difference whal kind of car kids arc 
driving,' although insurance agents 
advise parents of young drivers to 
avoid muscle cars. 

“If you're a kid in a high-perfor- 
mance car, your chances of gelling 
picked up are much greater than if 
you’re driving the family car,” Bryan 
Craig said. 

‘Td advi.se parents of young drivers 
who arc thinking of getting a new car 
to check with their insurance agents 
before they make a decision.” LeRoy 
Craig .said. “It could make a big differ- 
ence in their premiums.”

We'll let you keep your answers to 
yourself. But a couple of thousand 
Americans shared them, anonymously, 
with Mel Poretz. author of “What 
Would You Do?” (Fawcett Columbine, 
$5.99). 

Poretz, who teaches morkeling at the 
Adelphi University Schools of 
Business in New York, asked these and 
dozens of other pesky questions in a 
survey he mailed to 16,000 people. 

What drove him to do this? 

“Money,” he affably replies. “And a]^ 
childhood dream of being published.”^ 

Those twin incentives also drove 
two .earlier Poretz surveys that became 
books. “The First Really Important 
Survey of American Habits" and “Do 
You Do It With the Lights On?" 

Most of the questions in his “What 
Would You Do?" survey called for yes 
or no answers, but some were open- 
ended and clearly inspired some deep 
thinking. 

For instance, a certain theme park 
will be delighted to know that atten- 
dance is likely to spike right before 
Armageddon. • • — 

“Given that the world is going to 
come to an end in six months,” Poretz 
asked, “what .one thing would you do 
again?" • ’ . • 

"Take the family to Disney World" 
wa$ among the many free-form 
responses, along with “max out my 
credit cards," “go' elk hunting” and 
“drink, gamble and have sex." 

Poretz got 2,810 responses for a 
return rale of 17.6 percent, which he 


says is “exceptional" for mail-in sur- 
veys but which academic researchers 
say is pretty low. 

“I wouldn’t claim much validity for 
the results," says David Fabiantc,. 
chairman of sociology and anthropolo- 
gy at the University of Central Florida 
and a social science researcher. “For 
one thing, the sample size is.imall. 
And if-you’rc doling with self-report- 
ed items, you have to allow for distor- 
tion of response!' — also known as 
lying. 

Nevertheless, the responses Poretz 
got can provide some insight into the 
way we think. 

For example, 81 percent of Porciz’s 
respondents said they would give the 
money back if a cashier ^ve them too 
much. Conversely, 46 percent said they 
would gladly cheat on their income 
taxes if they krtew they would get 
away with it. ■ . , . 

Dale Midgette, a Winter Pork, Fla., 
mental health counselor, sa^s the high 
number of potential tax -cheaters mi^t 
reflect the fact that “taxes arc some- 
thing that gets done to them, so there’s 
a sense of 'whatever I can do to protect 
myself is OK.”’ 

Shortchanging a cashier, on the other 
hand, may be seen as a more personal 
act of thievery that makes many people 
uncomfortable. 

In answer to the question about 
shooting a burglar to protect propeny, 
75 percent of men said heck, yes,, they 
would pull the trigger; 45 percent of 
women said the same. The figures 
soared to 95 percent for men and 93 
.percent for women when it came to 
shooting a burglar to pcofect loved 
ones. 

One factor that probably plays into 
those high numbers. Midgette says, is 
that “with all the publicity about grow- 
ing crime rales, people arc both afraid 
and angry." 

The shoplifting question posed an 
interesting contradiction. 

Soveniy-ninc'percem of the respon- 


dents said “they would report a 
shoplifter. However, in a separate 
question — “Have you ever taken any- 
thing from a store without paying for 
it?’’ — ^.63 percent of- men and 44 per- 
cent of women saidihey had. 

Is this hypocrisy? 

' Not neces.sarily. Midgette says. 

“In some ways that response is about 
knowing it's not OK for ourselves 
either and saying, 'I sec you doing 
something I've done, and I know it's 
not OK, so I'm going to turn you in 
because I want to make a statement 
about it,’’’ she explaiiui. 

In other words, Midgette says, 
“Somebody needs to Iw punished for 
thisr,. 

Naturally, Poretz included plenty of 
sex questions. 

For example: “You .ire engaged to 
someone who lives in a distant city, but 
you are physically attracted to some- 
one who lives close by. Would you 
have an affair with this person, know- 
ing that there was no chance of ever 
being discovered?” 

Thirty-eight percent of men said 
yup, they sure would; only 17 percent 
of women said the same. 

Mklgcite is uncomfortable with gen- 
der stereotypes. However, she says, 
there is social conditioning that says 
“for men. sexual relationships can be 
quite separate from a commitment, 
while, for women, sex is intricately 
involved with love.” . 

Another sexual prr^iwilion: “Given 
the right time, place and opportunity, 
would yqu have an affair or even a 
pne-nighter?*’ 

Again, the guys saying yes outnum- 
bered the women. 40 percent to 1 7 per- 
'ccnl. 

“It may be socISl conditioning in 
terms of how to answer the question." 
says Midgette. “If what 1 believe soci- 
ety is saying about me a.s a male i.s that- 
I'd be a fool not to do that, then' I'm 
going to answer the question ‘yes' 
even if I wouldn’t do it.”

It’s a yowl that bores into the consciousne^ of a 
parent lilu no other sound. 

A baby crying. And crying. And crying. 

Child psychiatrist Arnold Ketzner says many par- 
ents personalize the crying, especially when jt*s very 
frequent, or if you can’t comfort your baby. “You. 
begm to wonder if you’re' doing something 'wrong, if 
you’re inadequate in some way,” said Kerzner, who is 
founder and president emeritus of (he Boston Insiitule 
for the Development of Infants and Parents. 

Ultimately, when 'a baby cries a lor. (he problem 
begins to be you os a parent and your feelings of 
frustration and inadequacy,* not that your baby is cry- 
ing. 

A mother may withdraw and be less responsive, fig- 
uring she can't make this baby happy anyway. She 
may become depressed, compromising the baby’s 
care, or she may become tense, causing the baby to 
feel tense, loo, and to cry even more. Research shows 
fathers can become angry and violent when a baby 
cries excessively. ^ 

Crying can even affect a marriage, according to 
Sheila Kitzinger, a British onlhropologisl iwho inter- 
viewed hundr^ of mothers for her book “Tlie Qying 
Baby.’’ “Men tend to feel (he mother should be able to. 
comfon the baby, and when she can’t, they blame her. 
That puls more pressure on her and tension inthe reta- 
lionship,’’ she said. 

There ore a number of things that can help the situa- 
lion. 

The first is not to take your baby’s crying personal- 
ly* 

The second is to understand why babies cry. 

Crying is a form of commurucation, and most of the

* Babies who are carried in Some 
kind of baby carrier tend to cry less.' : 
according to research. 

* A frcqueijt but often overlooked I 
reason for a baby’s crying is physical 
discomfort — that she's^too hot or too ' 
cold, iKere's a breeze or a glare. In 
summer, be sensitive to the chruigcs in 
temperature from outdoors to air con- 
ditioning. 

* The more stress a baby is under, 
the more high-pitched her crying 
becomes. 

• The typical infant cries most dur- 
ing (he first eight weeks. 

* Some babies hardly cry at all. 
Check-wilh-your-pediatrician if- you’re- - 
worried.

lime — Kerzner said it’s as much as 90 percent — 
what a baby is telling you Ls that she Ls somehow out 
of bounce. “A baby has lots of syslcm.s that need to be 
in sync and often aren’t,’’ he said. “A scasation on the 
skin, .something as simple a.s a breeze, may throw the 
sensory system out of killer.” 

Her ay tells you she needs help getting regulated 
again. For a typical baby, the tone of your voice or the 
comfon of your arms is all she needs. 

Di^creni cric.s have different qualities. A musical, 
melodic cry is generally the cry of a tired baby, 
according to Kitzinger, while a shrill, high-pitched c^ 
signals dtstrc.s.s, including hungcrri>ain or frustration. 
A whimper often mcan.s your baby wanLs companion- 
ship. while despcratc-,wunding sobs in an older baby 
can be cries of anger. _ _ ... 

“The baby could begin to cry in a fairly even, non- 
hyslcficaJ way bccaasc the sun is in hi.s eyes, but end 
up.in a sires.sful, frustrated cry because he gels so 
ui)Mi about it.” she explained. Similarly, you can’t 
always distinguish a hunger cry from a ciy of pain 
because the longer the baby is hungry, the more dLs- 
tressed the cry will sound.

Kitzinger said many new mothers feel desperate 
when'they can’t identify these cries immediately. 
“They think this ability is instinctive. It isn’t," she 
said. “It’s learned, and it takes a good three or four 
weeks to figure it out.” 

Fran Porter, an a^isiant professor of pediatrics and 
psychology at Washington University of Medicine, 
•aid' parents of newborns tend to underc.siimatc their 
baby's ability to communicate his needs and their own 
ability to understand them. 

A crying baby under 6 months should be held and 
comfdried as quickly as possible, according to 
IGtzingcr, who said it's impossible to spoil an infant 
by responding loo often. When holding and cooing 
don't work, there's a whole list of questions to consid- 
er: Is she hungry? Wet? Cbid? Bored? Lonely? 

Babies also sometimes cry because they arc ovcr-i 
"stimulated, something Porter said parenu often fail to' 
con.sidcr. “They make the situation worse by trying to 
engage the baby, when all that baby wants is to be left 
alone.” she said. . 

Researchers and pediatricians still have no explana- 
tion for colic, although many attribute it to gastric dis- 
tress or gastric immaturity. Luby’s advice for parents 
of thc.se babies Ls to experiment with ways of comfort- 
ing but. in the end, to leant to tolerate the crying and 
not personalize it. Most of the lime, this kind of crying 
disappears by 15 weeks. 

Many parents are unsure whether to let their baby 
cry. Uiby said that after six wccKs, you can let her cry 
for up to 10 minutes in the hope she will comfort her- 
self. After six months, and especially at night, you 
should lei her cry for that long, biii no longer.

Goodwill Games open 

U.S. basketball team bests Argentina, 83-71 


ST. PETERSBURG. Russia (AP) — Aficr 
several days of embarrassing logisiical and 
organizational snafus, the Goodwill Games 
got off to a smootli start Saturday with Rus- 
sian President Boris Yeltsin kicking off the 
show. 

The opening ceremony" even started on 
time. 

On the first full day of competition in the 
16-day event, the U.S. basketball team 
cruised past Argentina 83-71, two-Russian 
'^wciglitlihcrs combined for five world records 
and U.S. vollcyballcrs were kings of the 
beach. 

Crowds were scarce at all events, except 
for Saturday night’s opening ceremony at 
Kirov Stadium, where ajicar-capacity 70,000 
■^‘pliTwatchyd^n extravaganza' nvaliiig the 
dazzling shows put on, at the Olympics. 

Two fireballs sped toward each other along 
an invisible wire, colliding over a cauldron to 
light the flame for the biggest sports event in 
Russia since the collapse of the Soviet Union. 

The two-hour ceremony, held on a sun-lit. 
summer evening, was an eclectic mix of Rus- 
sian poems by Alexander l^shkin, classical 
music by Tchaikovsky, rock tunes, circus ac- 
robats, martial arts experts, ballet dancers, 
jump-rope champions and fireworks. 

Yeltsin’s presence probably had a lot to do 
with the smooth, punctual and highly profes- 
sional running of the ceremony. 

A day earlier, organizers had been forced 
to postpone the swimming competition be- 
cause the water in the SKK indoor pool was a 
swampy green due to a faulty filuatipn sys- 
tem. 

The water was still a light green Saturday. 
But aficr an inspection, o^cials declared the 
water safe and gave the go-ahead for all 20 
swim races to be held Sunday. The highlight 
will be the 50-mctcr duel between world 
record-holder Tom Jager and Olympic cham- 
pion Alexander Popov. 

While Dream Team II prepares for the 
World Championships in Toronto next 
month, a team of lesser-known U.S. colic- . 
gions got off to a good start Saturday with a 
. convincing win over Argentina. 

The Americans never were seriously 
threatened in the second half. leading 81-60 
with about three minutes left, before Argenti- 
na scored 1 1 ofthe final 13 points. 

Michael Finley of Wisconsin came off the 
bench to lead the team with 16 points. Lou 
Roe of Massachusetts contributed 13 points, 
Damon Stoudomire of Arizona had 12 and 
Shawn Respert of Michigan State 10. 

Head coach George Raveling wasn’t com- 
pletely satisfied with the performance. 

“Wc played well offensively in spots," he 
said. "Wc played well defensively in spots. 
But we’re not going to win the gold medal 
with a spotty performance."

In its semiannual, cattle inventory 
report, USDA estimated thc Mun- 
try’s all-beef herd at 116 million 
animals, about 2 percent ahead of 
the year-ago inventory and quite a 
bit more than analysts had.-figured 
on. . I ; 

USDA’s iwicc-yearly cattle in- 
ventory estimate is good snapshot 
of the industry. Basically, it shows 
greater expansion than expected. 

USDA reported thc 1994 calf 
crop al 102 percent of year-ago lev- 
els, also exceeding the trade average 
of 101.8 percent 

For some analysts, the inventory 
number, and the expansionary trend 
that it confirms, will hang over the 
market and keep a lid on any rallies. 

TTie good news is fewer cattle are 
headed into feedlots, even as mar- 
ketings are rising. 

Those numbers signal that pro- 
ducers and processors arc ^moving 
more beef through the pipeline. 
However, some analysts warn, the 
report of light placements and a de- 
,cUne in on-feed supplies were fac- 
tored into prices during the record 
runup earlier this month that took 
cash slaughter steer prices in thc key 
southern Plains auction markets to 
around $69 per hundredweight, 
from a low of $61. 

Traders also point out that a 
smallcr-lhan-cxpected June market- 
ings figure of 101 percent is likely 
to keep prices from going anywhere.

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®oiiy t^-refund claims 
rise with electronic filing 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Elcc- 
ironic filing, which lets impatient rc- 
fumi-scckcrs zip their tax -returns to 
the Internal Revenue Service, was 
used by crooks to zap the govern- 
ment for $15 million this year. 

The IRS’ has far more difficulty 
caching fraudulent refund claims 
from electronic returns than from 

traditional paper returns.^ 

Sen. John Clcnn,.who made Ihe 
statistics public Monday, suggested 
electronic filing may have to be .sus- 
pended while Ihe IRS gels a grip on 
Ihe problem. 

‘i do not believe that the agency 
currently has the capacity or technol- 
ogy lo-catch most refund schemes.” 
said Glenn, D-Ohio, chairman of the 
Senate Gov^himenlal Affairs Com- 
mittee. “There must be better con- 
trols on electronic filing.” 

He said he wants the electronic fil- 
ing program added to the govern- 
ment's list of “high-risk” programs 
vulnerable to abuse, and wants IRS 
Commissioner Margaret Richardson 


to come up with a plan to curb elec- 
tronic filing fraud before next year. 

IRS spokesman Frank Keith said 
“Wc have made significant progress 
in dealing with refund fraud, both 
on paper and in the electronic arena. 
We remain convinced that the elec- 
tronic filing program is an important 
part- of our plans to nfibdcfhize the 
IRS.” 


Keith confirmed statistics provid- 
ed by Glenn’s staff that showed a 
difference between the early detec- 
tion rates of phony refund claims 
filed on paper and those filed elec- 
tronically. 

During thc first four months of 
this year, thc IRS found that paper 
tax returns seeking $55.3 million in 
refunds were fraudulent. The agency 
discovered the fraud early enough to 
prevent $53. 1 million of that from 
going out to the cheaters. 

For electronic filings, the IRS 
found $44.1 million in fraudulent re- 
funds, of which $29.1 million was 
spotted before refunds went out.

“We've been in a gold boom 
since 1987. There’s virtually no 
housing available,” said Dennis Lal- 
tin, Elko County labor analyst for 
the Nevada Department of Employ- 
ment Security. 

“I’m in desperate need of crafts- 
men. And 1 have about tIO.job list- 
ings on the board right now,” Laltin 
said. 

The latest job growth numbers 
show that in March some 19,280 
people had jobs In Elko County. 
That translates into job growth of 16 
percent since last year and 21 per- 
cent growth since 1992. 

Nevada's unemployment rate has 
been holding at 5.3 percent. 

But Elko County has seen its un- 
employment rate fall from 5.9 per- 
cent in March to 5.7 percent in April 
to 5.4 percent in May. 

Laltin said Elko County is getting 
more people and hiring them, partic- 
ularly in-ihc growing mining indus- 
try.

major gold mining companies of

Most of their mines are in central

Laltin said he expects job growth 
for the rest of the year to come from 
businesses that supply the mines 
and some growth from the casinos.

Knockoff T-shirts worth an esti- 
mated S4 million on the street were 
seized in a single Manhattan raid 
last year. 

The fakes are everywhere. In 
Chinatown. Times Square. 
Rockefeller Center and the down- 
town financial district, teams of 
peddlers sell watches out of cheap 
briefcases, handbags out of trash 
bags, and T-shirts from blankets. 

Knockoffs on name brands are 
bountiful. The general rule is, if it's 
hot in the stores, it's even hotter on 
the streets.

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Fund forgoes world view 
for Midwest companies 
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NEW YORK (AP) — While 
many olhts’.mutual funds arc going 
global, the" Roulston Midwest 
Growth Fund has done just the op- 
posite. 

And although it is way too soon 
to tell how the strategy will work 
out in the long mil. the results have 
been pretty good so far. 

This small, little-known fund, 
one of three started in mid-1993 by 
the Cleveland-based securities re- 
search and management finn Roul-,. 
ston & Co., concentrates on stocks 
of companies based or operating in 
an eight-state area bordering on the 
Great Lakes. 

It is one of a very few sioek • 
funds taking a regional approach to 
the U.S. stock market. Given its 
record to date, it could soon have 
more competition. 

In the 12 months through June 
30. Roulston Midwest Growth 
racked up a return of 15.30 percent, 
according to Lipper Analytical Ser- 
vices Inc. Over that same span, the 
average growth fund tracked by 
Lipper gained a little less than I 
percent, and Standard & Poor’s 
500-stock composite index dropped 
more than 1 percent. 

Midwest Growth has benefited 
from being in the right place at the 
right time, what with the rcvival bc- 
ing enjoyed by many industrial 
companies in mid-America. A re- 
cent cover story in Business Week 
magazine heralds "America’s 
Heartland — The Midwest’s New 
Role in the Global Economy.” 

But Scott Roulston, Roulston &. 
Co.’s president and chief executive, 
says the fund can’t be pigeonholed 
as simply a collection of widget 
makers and farm equipment compa- 



"We have a cross-section of dif- 
ferent kinds of companies in many 
industries, including technology 
and retailing,” he said on a recent 
visit to New York. "It’s not just the 
so-called cyclical or heavy manu- 
facturing companies. 

"In fact, the cyclical stocks got 
beaten up in the second quarter, 
and we’ve still done OK." 

Midwest Growth’s aim is to seek 
out undervalued stocks within the 
range of businesses it monitors! 
closely. "We’re looking for compa- 
nies where there isn't a lot of ex- 
pectation. but where we think we 
see ehange taking place,” Roulston 
says, 

Perhaps the most obvious exam- 
ples of turnaround in Middle Amer- 
ican manufacturing — General Mo- 
tore. Ford Motor, and Chrysler — 
sit right on the fund’s back 
doorstep. But they arc too well 
known and widely follow.cd for 
Roulston’s taste. 

"We can’t get our arms around 
tlic Big Three.” he says. ’’They’re 
not in the portfolio now and the);’rc 
not likely to be. I’m not .saying 
they’re bad stocks or good stocks, 
but we have difficulty adding value 


with them in the research process.” 
Some typical stocks that have 
been prominent holdings of the 
fund: U.S..Shoc Corp., a specialty 
retailer and manufacturer; Cintas 
Corp., which makes, sells and rents 
uniforms, and Lamson &. Sessions, 
a producer of .sewer pipe and other 
products. 

A small fund like Midwest 
Growth, with just S20 million in as- 
sets, faces several hurdles on the 
road to proving itself. One key 
question is whether it can continue 
to post above-average performance 
as it gets bigger — particularly 
since it is so limited in scope. 

"The population of companies we 
cover rcprcjicnts well over 30 per- 
cent of the S&P 500." Roulston 
says. "We’re comfortable that there 
arc plenty of investment opportuni- 
ties out there. 

"We may miss out on the next 
Apple Computer, or the next Mi- 
crosoft. or the next Japanese small- 
cap opportunity, " he acknowledges, 
"It's not going to be llashy. We're 
“not big risk-takers. Thai’s not our 
style — we're value investors." 

Roulston argues that the tailwind 
that has favored the 25 stocks in 
Midwest Growth’s portfolio so far 
will keep blowing for .some time to 
come. 

"Yes, the Midwest is in favor, 
and 1 would say it’s going to con- 
tinue in favor," he says. "What^s 
going on in the Midwest 1 think is 
being underfollowcd.

Among them: a high school graduation 
rate of 90%. the elimination of violence and drugs from 
- schools, improved teacher performance and first-place • 
world ranking for U.S. students in math and science— 
all by the year 2000. No one expects miracles, but even 
if oijy some of those goals arc achieved, it would help 
young Americans compete in the new global economy.

A The former Vice President’s father, newspa- 
per publisher James C. Quayle, 73. joined the 
John Birch Society in 1963. When th6 group was 
founded in the 1950s, it denounced President Eisen- 
hower as a Communist agent and called for the im- 
peachment of Chief Justice Earl Warren. Incidentally, 
Marilyn Quayle’s father. Dr. Warren Tucker. 81, did 
not belong to the Birchers but was a follower of Col. 
Robert TTiieme. a Houston evangelist known for his 
verba! attacks on.Commuoists, feminists, welfare re- 
cipients. homosexuals and liberals. In other words, 
Dan and Marilyn Quayle’s conservative roots go deep'. 

Q As a loyal fan, I'd like to know how actress 
Martha Raye is faring. Has she recovered from 
her leg operation? Is she still with her young hus- 
band? — Dorothy M. Meyer, San Diego, Calif.

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WE WERE TEAMMATES BECAUSE WE HAD TO BE... 




In this era of heightened racial 
sensitivity, marked by bias crimes 
on one hand and, on the other, 
by inspiring efforts at understanding, 
this article — adapted from David 
Halberstam's book "October 1964," 
to be published next week by Vtllard 
— tells a story from an earlier time 
of racial tension, when the civil 
rights struggle was being played out 
in our streets. It is the story of the 
friendship benveen a young white ' 
Southerner and a fiercely proud black 
man, a friendship forged on the j 
playing field but one that transcended 
the confines of any stadium. 

It is an American story. A true story. 

A story of their time-ffor our time. 


T hey were 

becoming in that 
season not just 
teammates and bat- 
terymates. but more 
and more they were 
nnaliy becoming 
friends. And how 
Bob Gibson worked 
out his rclationship- 
with Tim McCarver 
was of no small social interest on the 
St. Louis Cardinal team in the early 
'60s, as both the sport of baseball and 
the nation itself faced dramatic racial 
challenge and change. 

They were two of the strongest and 
' most competitive players on the team, 
and each was coming of age profes- 
sionally — ^Tim McCarver, while son of 
“a“McrnplnrT)l)l icelnirnr"t^^ 

Gibson, fiercely proud child of a harsh 
boyhood in the black Omaha ghetto. i 
Each was in his own way the most driv- 
en of athletes; baseball was not mere- 
ly, a game but on extension of their will } 
and their very being. 

• • Ted, Simmons, a catcher who came 
to the Cardinals a few years later, -was 
intrigued by tKe two of them. He 
thought of Gibson admiringly as Wolf 
— predatory, loyal, powerful, domi- 



i~nadhgi~single-minded aii'd with anal- 
most singular instinct for the weakness 
r of others. Simmons equally admired 
McCarver, whom he thought of as Dog 
— not an ordinary dog, but a violent 
} junkyard dog, utterly fearless, almost 
violent in protecting his territoiy, scrap- 
ping for every inch of turf, a player 
reaching again and again beyond his 
natural abilities. 

They were eventually to become the 
best of friends, McCarver and Gibson, 


with an endunng mutual admiration 
and trust, a friendship which far tran- 
scended the more limited confines of 
professional baseball, where friendship 
could ofren be casutd and hierarchical, 
and the best player on the team often 
was assumed to be the most popular. 

If-Gibson was, as some teammates 
thought, a kind of samurai warrior on 
the mound, that was more true than 
most people suspected. For he was a 
samurai in many ways, not just in his. 


search for excellence and his uncom 
mon need to dominate bitters. Rather, 
he was a man who lived ,by a code. For 
him friendship was not just based on 
ability, it also was based on what kind 
of a man a teammate was, how he treat- 
ed others— not just what he said be be- 1 
lieved in, but what he rtially ^eved in. 

McC^er, six years younger, was 
still in the process of establishing him- 
self as the regular catcher for both the 
Cardinals and Gibson in the 1964 sea 
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son. To do that, he not only had to un- 
dergo Gibson’s scrutiny but also pass 
his muster. Their relationship had not 
started well for him. There was from 
the beginning the undertow produced 
by the way that white society in those 
days, with its two-tiered vision and val- 
ue system, treated a white schoolboy- 
athlete like McCarver as a local star 
-and hero. while a comparable-black- 
youth of pertia'ps even greater abili^, 
like Gibson, rarely got any journalistic 
attention or community adulation. 

Nor was diat just an ego.thing, about 
the vanity of finding old clips in a 
, scrapbook in years to come. Rather, it 
' had the most direct impact imaginable 
on a player’s price as a bonus baby. 
McCarver— high school hero in Mem- 
phis, adored and boosted by local 
sportswriters — signed with the Car- 
dinals for a bonus of $75,000, a privi- 
leged son of the 

newer, more af- 
fluent world of 
baseball. Gib- 
son, by contrast, 
just a few years 
older than Mc- 
Carver and most 
assuredly as gift- 
ed, had — in no 
small part be- 
cause he was 
black — never 
gained much 
media attention : 
as a high school | 
and college ath- ' 
lete. He had signed with the Cardinals 
for a bonus of only $4000, something 
that always rankled him. 

Their relationship was not without a 
ceroun edgihess. When McCarver came 
up in 1959, young and unsure of him- 
self, he was raw meat for Gibson, who 
was a world^Iass put-on artist anyway, 
and Gibson had an early go at hinu One 
day in spring training, the Cardinals 
'were about to board their bus. and 
McCarver, only 18 years old, was sit- 
ting there sipping an orange soda. "That 
-looks really-good," said Gibson as he— 
got on the bus. “Can I have a swig?" 

Gibson knew exactly what he was 
doing: He was putting on a Southern 
white boy who'had never played with > 
blacks. McCarver — who had never 
shared anything with a black man, let < 
alone something os intimate os a soft 
drink— looked at the soda, looked at 
the deadly serious face of Bob Gibson 
and mumbled something. “What was i 
that?” Gibson asked, as if he could not 
hear, “I’ll s1ive you some,” McCarver ; 
said. Gibby had won that round. 

On the field, too, there were stan- ; 
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dards to be met. Gibson was an intense, 
wildly competitive man. He wanted no 
one to interrupt his rhythm when he 
was pitching, least of all his catcher. 
When McCarver-=-(old by Manager 
Johnny Keane to slow Gibson down- 
dared approach the mound, he was al- 
ways waved away by Gibby, who yelled 
at him to, get back behind the plate, 
where he belonged. "The only thing 
you know about pitching is that you

£ can’t hit it,” Gibson said. 

•, Gibson was acutely sen- 
Ssitive to the ’duality of the 
worlds he existed in. He hat- 
ed it when white, people 
m^de assumptions about 
him — when they noticed his 
careful dress, his jacket and 
tie, a nd assume d that a b lack 
man that well -dressed must 
be a minister. He never lost 
that wariness. Indeed, 'the 
more successful he became 
as a baseball star- and the 
more others coveted his 
goodwill and his presence 
— the warier he became, 
because the gap between the 
treatment accorded a black 
athletic superstar and that 
given to an ordinary face- 
less black man became 
greater. 

For McCarver it was not 
an easy time in general. Like 
many gifted athletes who 
had dways been the best — 
in high school and then in 
the minors — he was now, os 
a major leaguer, trying to 
come to terms with the lim- 
its of his talent and accept 
the fact that he was a goc^ 
but perhaps not a great ball- 
j}layer, a .280 hitter instead 
of a 330 one. At first he had 
raged against the injustice 
of this, and now he wai hav- 
ing to learn how to control 
his temper. In addition, he was still hav- 
ing to come to terms with the fact that 
the way he had grown up playing in 
the segregated South of the late ’50s 
had not prepared him for the new in- 
tegrated big leagues. *There were les- 
sons and cultural habits' to be unlearned 
if he was to win the approval of his 
gifted, tough-minded black teammates. 

There had been a terrible day in 
spring training oiie Season, one that' 
McCarver long regretted, Svhen a-- 
young black kid had slipped over the 
fence and stolen some baseballs, and 
McCarvu- had yelled something oi him. 
Years later, McCarver thought he had 
said, “Hey, stop that, you little conni-' 
bol,” while Gibson thought he had used 
the word “nigger.” At the time, Mc- 
Carver had realized immediately what 
his remark meant in human terms on 
this teomi and he had looked up to see 
both Bob Gibson and Curt Flood qui- 
etly studying him. He had been embar- 
rassed. and later he had tried to apolo- 
gia to Gibson. Gibson sold that there 
wo'^no need to apologize to him. But

what he was really saying was: What 
you have to do is figure out why you

' There also was the time that Mc- 
Corver was about to leave the locker 
room when he noticed a black man 
waiting for Gibson. He went back in to 
_teH the pitcher, “There’s a c olore d guy 
wmiihg for you. He'says he's got a date. 
with you.” "Oh,"’said Gibson. “What 
color is heT’ It was, McCarver gradu- 
ally came to understand, Gibson push- 
ing him t^be complete as a moh and 
therefore complete as a friend os well, 
and to understand even the most sub- 
tle irritants to his black teammates. 

As the distance between the two men 
closed^what was once edgy became 
sketched more in humbr. “Hey, Tim- 
my." Gibson once asked, "do you know 
how a white boy shakes hands with a 
Negro?" McCqcycr said he did not So 
Gibson trottedout Curt Flood, and they 
shook hands, Gibson playing the white 
boy and Flood the black one. The hand- 
shake concluded, Gibson looked down 
at his hand a little self-consciously and 
wiped it against his pants. "You’ve 
done it before, haven’t you, Timmy?” 
Gibson asked, and McCarver thought 
to himself, "Dammit, he’s righL” he 
had done thaL But it struck McCarver 
that the more Gibson teased him, the 
more secure their friendship was. 

For it was Gibson who did excep- 
tional imitations of McCarver, partic- 
ularly on those occasions when the ball 
popped out of his catcher’s glove. 
“Gigub," Gibby would yell, as close 
as he could malm it to the cry. of a frog 
on a lily pad before it jumped into the 
water. "Gigub." Soon the rest of the 
team would yell it too when the ball 
came out of the catcher's mitt. Mc- 
Carver become known as McGigub. 

By the middle of the 1964 season. 
McCarver knew that in some way he 
had earned Bob Gibson’s respect as a 
baseballplayer and thoL thou^ he' was 
still on partial probation as a man, the 
difference between them was con- 
stantly narrowing. There was the be- 
ginning of real friendship — more and 
more dccosions when the Gibsons and 
McCarver and his wifo-lo-bc went to 
dinner with other couples on the team, 
some white, some bla^k. 

The signs of acceptance were, of 
course, often subtle. Bob Gibson did 
not lightly go over to' people and tell 
(hem that he liked them a lot or that 
they had earned his esteem. But one 
year McCarver had led the league in 
triples, and the following spring he hit 
a triple in an exhibition game, and Gib- 


■'-‘isen.^aid to him after the game, "Hey. 
you like to hiuriples,” and it was some- 
thing of a magic moment. McCarver 
thought It was as if Gibson were say- 
ing, "McCarver, you’re a pretty go^ 
ballplayer, and you may be all right os 
a man as well.” 

There was one moment on the field 
that McCarver treasured, a moment 
that linked the two of them forever in 
“baseball histdiyTTtTamej thT first” 
game of the 1968 World Series against 
Detroit and it was Gibson at his best 
his face cold and 'unsparing as he sinick 
out one Detroit hitter after another. In 
the ninth inning, Qibson, holding a 
comfortable 4-0 lead, struck ojit;Al-. 
Kaline for'his ISth strikeout of the 
gome, tying the record set by Sandy 
Koufax in 1963. 

The scoreboard flashed the news that 
'Gibson had just tied the record for " 
World Series play. McCarver walked 
partway out to the mound to coll Gib- 
son’s attention to it and to let him soak 
in the sweetness of the momenL “Give 
me the ball," Gibson yelled at him. 
McCarver pointed to the scoreboard. 
"Give me the ball!" he repeated. Nor- 
mally McCarver, properly intimidat- 
ed. would have gone back behind the 
plate, but this was history, and he was 
determined that Gibson would share 
in iu 

Again Gibson yelled at McCarver, 
“Give me the dainn ball!” Then final- 
ly McCarvercxplained why the Cardi- 
nal crowd was Peering, and now Gib- 
son understood, and without breaking 
his ihythm but with a different tone, 
almost one of sweetness, he said, "All 
right, now give me the ball.” Then, for 
the second out. he struck out Norm 
Cosh. That broke the Koufax record. 

“Who follows CashT’ Gibson asked 
McCarver. "What difference docs it 
makcT’ McCarvef-said. It was Willie 
Horton, and with two strikes on him, 
Horton backed away ftom a slider that 
.looked like it was going to hit him, but 
then broke wickedly back over the 
plate. It was the 17th strikeout of the 
game. It was not just a baseball gome, 
McCarver thought, it wa$,a work of 
aiL They were linked peniuinently now, 
not just in baseball history but also in 
friendship. IE

ANY OF US HAVE HAD AN 1 
experience like Bill Grcen’is. j 
“I iookittotwooihcrgaragds. s 
and they gave up,” he told me 
one morning at the Women’s 
. Auto Clinic in Newport News, 
Va. ‘Then I brought it here, and 
they figured out the problem: 
There was a hose that hadn’t 
been connected properly at the 
factory. Now it runs perfectly.” 
Green had the look of rare satisfaction that you 
find on the face of a car owner who has found a good 
mechanic. Most of the people I met at the Women’s 
Auto Clinic looked the same way. This garage is a 
rarity in the United States. According to the U.S. 
Department of Labor, only 5000 out of 854,000 auto 
mechanics arc women. Only a handful of garages, 
like this one, arc owned aind operated by women. 

That, declared Janet Brown — who founded the 
Women’s Auto Clinic two years ago-is-about to 
change. “There are going to be a thousand women's 
garages across the country soon.” said Brown, 57, a 
former .welder, police officer and upholsterer.'' 
Although that prediction is a long way from coming 
true, the garage business may indeed be changing. 
“I’ve been successful since day one,” said Margie 
Seals, 40. who founded MyTavorite Mechanic, a 
garage in Atlanta, a year and altaif ago. 

The dozen or so mechanics with whom I spoke, 
both men and women, pointed out that today’s high- 
tech, computer-controlled engines can be as taxing 
on the brain as on the biceps. “Care arc moving away 
from brawn," said Seals. "Nowadays, you hook an 
engine up to a computer, you replace an electronic 
part that weighs less than a pound. I don’t under- 
stand why there aren’t more women in this field." 

For most women, just getting into this’Business" 

- has been a greater challenge than the work itself. 
Janet Brown and her husband had run an upholstery 
shop together, but when he chose early retirement, 
she decided to try a new field. ‘‘When I started out, 

I was considered a joke,” she told me. “People would 
call up and ask, ‘Are you working in bikinis?”’ Lisa 
Vosburgh. 33, a mechanic who learned her trade at 
a community college, sent out 50 r6sum£s that went 
ignored by male-owned shops before she found a 
place at the Women’s Auto Clinic. "They’d look at 
how small I am,” she recalled, "and say, ‘We don’t 
have a use for someone like you.’” 

"Working for a woman means I don’t have to 
prove I’m not stupid,” said Kathy Fairhuret, 44, an- 
other mechanic at the Women’s Auto Clinic. 

Margie Seals, the daughter of a diesel mechtmic, 
grew up around engines, but getting info her cho- 
sen field was no easier for her. Seals spent two years

Initiative (civitas is Latin for "service 
to the community"), was created by 
Jeffrey Jacobs. 44. a Chicago lawyer 
and father of three who also is president 
of the production studios of Oprah 
Winfrey, the TV talk-show hosL “I was 
frustrate by society’s lack of focus on 
abused children." says Jacobs. “Over- 
burdened courts often process abused 
“children as an afterthought.- govern- 
ment programs are underfinanced, and 


a foster-parent system near collapse of- 
ten compounds the abuse. Judges have 
sent victims back to abusive homes be- 
cause ‘expen’ psychiatry witnesses 
don’t understand legal procedures. 
Lawyers and prosecutdrs overlook nn- 
ponant evidence because they aren’t 
trained to evaluate psychiatric reports. 
I saw an urgent need to bring together 
law and medical schools to create a 
corps of child-trauma specialists." 

In early 1993, Jeffrey Jacobs' idea 
was'accepted by Nina Appel, the dean 
of the Loyola University law school in 
Chichgo, and by Dr. Bruce D. Perry, a 
professor of child psychiatry at Baylor 
College of Medicine in Houston. Jac- 
obs contributed SSOO.OOO to the pro- 
gram, and Oprah Winfrey donated the 
proceeds from a benefit in-Houston ti- 
tled Conversations With Oprah.

At Baylor College of Medicine,

30 psychiatry residents, medical stu- 
dents and others. They will serve at 
hospitals and clinics in Houston. 

"It's astounding how little psychia- 
trists know about abused children and 
effective forms of therapy,’’ says Dr. 
Perry, whojs the father of five. “These 
children ohen gro>^' up sad or angry, 
become self-destructive in relation- 
ships and pass it on to their own chil- 
dren and loved ones. Some seek other 
people to hurt. We must identify these

At Loyola University’s ChildLaw 
Center, Nina Appel underscores the 
need for a common language among 
lawyers and therapists. “In court,^he 
says, “psychiatrists ore intimidating to 
attorneys, because wc don’t understand 
their terminology. Our, aim is to cre- 
-atfrbonds between Civitaslaw.and psy- 
chiatry students that will grow 
throughout their careers.

And, as col- 
leagues. they can develop better solu- 
tions for ^fficult coses.’’ 

The Civitas Initiative has gained the 
endorsement of the U.S. Department of i 
Justice and the American Bar Assoda- 
tion. Prosecutors and child-protection 
agencies have pledged cooperatiotu 

Jeffrey Jacobs is calling on law firms 
to devote pro bono work to victimized ' 
children. And he is asking corpora- 
tions that sell products and services for 
children to take an active role to sup- 
port expanded Civitas training in uni- 
versities across the country. 

"Our goal,” he declares, ‘Is to bring 
together people from all the service 
professions — including teachers, sodal 
workers, police, doctors and nurses— r 
to belter understand abused and ne- 
glected children and prevent them from 
becoming a destructive force. We think 
we can make a difference.’’ DE

“He took me 
on the road and was very encoura^ng, 
standing in his bathrobe backstage, 
watching me work," Carrey recalled.

Yet I recently read 
an article about a 

world speed record 

for sailboats that claimed they 
could go two to three times ns fast 
os the wind. How is this possibleP 
— E.J. Qertotf m, Virginia Beach, Va. 



Many people understandably believe 
that the wind is what pushes a sailboat 
along and that the difference in sailboat 
speeds results from bow efficiently the 
boats and their crews manage to cap- 
ture as much wind as possible. But if 
that were the case, no one would be able 
10 sail inio the wind — ^which sailors do, 
even though it is at an angle. 

Not counting the current, the wind is 
indeed the force applied, but not quite in 
the way we might imagine. With well- 
designed soils, the wind also provides' 
“lifr like an ai^lane wing. In an air- 
plane with horizon^ wings, the lift 
lielps move the plane upward, but in a 
sailboat with vertic^ sads, the lift helps 
move the boat forward (instead of side- 
ways). This is because the sails are de- 
signed to translate sideways-wind into 
forward motion, and the “liff ’ factor can 
make that sideways wind more than 
twice as powerful. In fact, the entire 
craft — hull structure included — turns 
into a sort of big, wet wing.

Everybody is concerned with the sub- 
ject these days, and few of us arc aware 
of the facts, so it’s a good time to get 
them straight. 

Thplat in milk is called milkfot. Skim 
milkis milk in which as much mllkfat 
has b«n removed as possible; diis rc- 
’suits in a miUffat level of less than .5% 


of the total product. A carton marked 
‘*1% milk” contains 1% milkfat, and one 
mark ed “ 2% milk” contains 2% milk- 
fat. Whole milk — straight trom the 
cow — averages 3.7% milkfat. 

Light cream is milk that contains at 
least 18% milkha, whiptnng cream is milk 
that contains at least 30% milkfat, and 
heavy cream is milk that contain^ at least 
36% milkfaL When we get to 80% milk- 
fat or more, we call the product butter. 

But many may be su^rised to learn 
that bpaermilk— which is a by-product 
of the process of churning cream into 
butter — has a composition like skim 
milk and is actually low in milkfat. On 
the other hand,, if you want to gain 
weight, you might try reindeer milk, 
which has an average milkfat content 
of 22.44%. making it more than six 
times os fatty as cow’s milk.
